Troops Search for Skyjacker 
Who Escaped with $303,000

•A detachment of Honduran 
army troops searched an isolat­ 
ed mountain region Sunday for 
a well-equipped hijacker who 
parachuted from an Eastern 
Airlines jet with $303.000 ran­ 
som. His was the second mara­ 
thon hijacking of the weekend 
and both appeared politically 
motivated. 
The other incident involved a 
Western Airlines jet which was 
commandeered over Utah and 
ordered to Cuba by a young 
Vietnam war protester who 
vowed to sneak back into the 
country and hijack more planes. 
A neighbor of the youth said he 
was due to be inducted into the 
Army. 
Both planes were taken over 
Friday. The Western jet ar­ 
rived in Havana Saturday 
morning several hours after the 
Eastern hijacker bailed out 
over the Central American 
country. 
In Honduras, the government, 
acting at the request of the 
U.S. embassy, dispatched 180 


troops and eight aircraft to a 
heavily forested area near Yoro 
to search for the air pirate. 
Honduran authorities also put 
up a $500 reward for informa­ 
tion, and calls for help were 
broadcast on the country’s ra­ 
dio stations. 
The hijacker, who has not 
been identified but was de­ 
scribed as a Vietnam veteran 
in his mid-40s. was equipped 
with a gun, two bush knives, 
two jump suits, two crash hel­ 
mets, food, drink, cigarettes 
and the cash when he bailed 
out of the Eastern 727 before 
dawn. 
“I wouldn’t have made that 
jump for a million dollars.” 
said W. L. Hendershott, captain 
of the Eastern airliner. “It was 
extremely dangerous. Our crew 
saw him jump, but never saw 
the chute open.” 
The Eastern crew flew to 
Miami Saturday to end the 21- 
hour saga adventure that began 
Friday over Pennsylvania on 
the Allentown-to-Miami flight. 
“He was cold and ruthless,” 


said Hendershott, “There was 
no doubt in my mind that, if we 
balked at his orders, he 
would’ve shot the crew one by 
one.” 
The hijacker leaped from the 
trijet at 9,000 feet as Hender­ 
shott reduced speed over the 
highlands of Honduras. 
He picked up the money and 
escape gear at Dulles Inter­ 
national Airport in Washington. 
The hijacker and the crew he 
held hostage changed planes 
during a five hour stop in New 
Orleans. The plane’s 48 passen­ 
gers were allowed off the flight 
at Dulles. 
Crew members said the man 
told them he didn’t want the 
extortion money for his own 
use and indicated it might be 
used by a foreign powder. 
“He talked like there was an­ 
other country and he wanted 
the money for a cause,” said 
the 52-year-old Hendershott. 
The FBI identified the hijack­ 
er of the Western Airlines plane 
as Michael Lynn Hanson, 21, a 
former student at the Univer­ 


sity of Utah in Salt Lake City 
who until recently was attend­ 
ing 
college 
in 
California. 
Agents said the hijacking was 
triggered by the youth’s objec­ 
tion to renewed U.S. bombing 
in Indo China. 
Acquaintances of Hanson de­ 
scribed him as somewhat of a 
loner who had carried Marxist 
banners in a recent antiwar 
protest. 


RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) - Ala­ 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace 
gained on Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey for the second-place 
position in the battle for Demo­ 
cratic delegate votes by piling 
up more votes than all his op­ 
ponents combined in North 
Carolina’s first presidential pri­ 
mary. 
Wallace’s victory Saturday 
pulled him within eight dele­ 
gates of Humphrey, runnerup 
to Sen. George S. McGovern in 
competition for delegates to the 
party’s national convention in 
Miami Beach this summer. 
Humphrey and McGovern did 
not run in North Carolina. 
The Wallace triumph over 
former North Carolina Gov. 
Terry Sanford also gave his 
campaign to shake up the 
Democratic party additional 
momentum. It came three days 
after a runaway victory in Ten­ 
nessee. 
The Alabama governor is on 
primary ballots in West Vir­ 
ginia and Nebraska Tuesday, 
but is not expected to win ei­ 
ther. The North Carolina victo­ 
ry is expected to enhance his 
chances in May 16 primaries in 
Michigan and Maryland, where 
forced school busing is a major 
issue. 
The loss may have killed San­ 
ford's presidential bid. 
With 2,243 of the state’s 2,255 
precincts reporting, Wallace 
had 51 per cent to Sanford’s 37 
per cent. 
Black New York Congress­ 
woman Shirley Chisholm, who 
had hoped to finish with 15 per 
cent of the Democratic vote, 
was well below that with 8 per 
cent. However, it was the best 
showing of the primary season 


Umbrella of Jet Air Support 
Staving Off Capture of Hue 


MY CHANH, Vietnam (AP) 
— The South Vietnamese front 
lines near Hue held firm Sun­ 
day under an umbrella of U.S. 
jets that knocked out eight ma­ 
rauding 
North 
Vietnamese 
tanks and blasted an enemy 
supply convoy within 24 hours. 
Three of the battered tanks 
squatted in a rice paddy two 
miles north of the My Chanh 
River. One was still burning. 
Capt. Ray L. Smith, a 28- 
year-old Marine adviser from 
Woodbridge, Va., said the eight 
tanks were spotted moving to­ 
ward the South Vietnamese 
front lines at noon Saturday. 
“A forward air controller im­ 
mediately called in the Phan­ 
toms and all the tanks were 
stopped,” he said. “One bomb 
fell right on a tank and it just 
disintegrated. 
“Two other tanks got bogged 


down in the rice paddy. Their 
crews ran away before the jets 
knocked them out.” 
Early Sunday morning, an 
RF4 Phantom reconnaissance 
jet spotted a 17-truck North 
Vietnamese 
supply 
convoy 
moving down Highway 1 about 
five miles north of tere. Two 
accompanying Phantom fight- 
er-bombers reported destroying 
14 of the trucks. 
“This far south they must 
have been carrying gas and. 
ammo for their tanks,” said 
Smith. “We could see them ex­ 
ploding from here. They were 
cooking off 200 feet in "the air 
and there was a hell of a gaso­ 
line fire.” 
The site of the air strikes was 
only a few hundred yards from 
that of the destroyed South 
Vietnamese truck convoy which 
was ambushed trying to escape 


from Quang Tri last weekend. 
Smith said three South Viet­ 
namese soldiers who had been 
captured by North Vietnamese 
forces escaped and made their 
way to friendly lines late Satur­ 
day night. They pinpointed the 
three North Vietnamese battal­ 
ions opposite the South Viet­ 
namese front lines. 


Rizzo Plans Switch 
If Ted Makes Bid 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)-W ill Philadelphia Mayor Frank L. 
Rizzo undergo a political metamorphosis similar to his New 
York counterpart. John Lindsay, but in the opposite direction? 
Rizzo, a Democrat, seemingly affirmed such speculation 
of a Republican switch while answering newsmen’s questions 
on a WCAU-TV interview program aired here Sunday morning. 
The mayor was asked if there would be any Democratic 
Presidential nominee he could not endorse. Rizzo asked his 
quizzers to be more specific and one newsman mentioned the 
name of Sen. Edward Kennedy. Rizzo replied, “I would then 
become a Republican.” 
Rizzo told the Philadelphia Inquirer that the situation was 
a m atter of semantics. 
“I would publicly endorse President Nixon if Kennedy is 
the Democratic candidate. And as a Democrat, would use all 
my influence in the Democratic Party to defeat him,” he 
explained. 
During the recent Pennsylvania primary, Rizzo refused to 
endorse any Democratic candidate seeking the Presidential 
nomination, instead throwing his support behind President 
Nixon.

For about a million Pennsylva­ 
nia taxpayers, May 15 this year 
seems like a repeat of April 
15—a rapidly approaching in­ 
come tax filing deadline and an 
uncomputed tax form sitting at 
home. 
Twenty per cent of the total 
4.5 million persons liable for 
state income tax this year has 
yet to file returns and Robert 
P. Kane state revenue secretary, 
concedes many may miss the 
deadline and be subject to late- 
payment fines. 
“There are automatic penal­ 
ties in the law for not filing by 
deadline,” Kane said, adding 
that he expects most of the re­ 
turns to be no more than a 
week late. 
Taxpayer tardiness is just 
one of several problems which 
have plagued the state revenue 


department since the income 
tax was adopted last year. 
Kane extended the original 
April 15 deadline when tax­ 
payers complained about slow 
delivery of the tax forms. Then 
Republican legislators charged 
that the tax was going to raise 
far more than the $950 million 
expected by the Shapp Admin­ 
istration. 
Kane denies that contention 
and indicated he will release 
figures today supporting his 
claim that no “sizeable sur­ 
plus” will result from the tax. 
He predicted the surplus, if 
any, would be “within one per 
cent of the estimated revenue— 
about $10 million.” 
The revenue secretary said 
the large number of taxpayers 
expected to miss the deadline 
did not represent any wide­ 
spread tax protest.

Rogers Recalled 
From Bonn Trip 


THURMONT, Md. (AP) - 
President 
Nixon summoned 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers home from Europe Sun­ 
day and called a National Se­ 
curity Council meeting for Mon­ 
day—a pair of indications that a 
major decision on Vietnam is 
rapidly approaching. 
Hie White House made the 
disclosures while Nixon worked 
and relaxed in the seclusion of 
his Camp David retreat near 
here. 
Deputy press secretary Ger- 
aWl L.. Warren said the chief ex­ 
ecutive asked the secretary, 
who was in Bonn for meetings 
with West German officials as 
part of a series of talks with 
European allies, “to come back 
for a National Security Council 
meeting tomorrow and for oth­ 
er consultations.” 
Warren provided no informa­ 
tion on what prompted Nixon’s 
moves. “I can’t give details on 
the meeting or say what they 
will be discussing.” Warren re­ 
sponded to a question. 
But it was dear the Presi­ 
dent was at the point of deci­ 
sion on future U.S. diplomatic 
steps and on ways to cope with 
the continuing North Vietnam­ 
ese offensive which threatens 
Hue. Before Rogers left Bonn 


an aide said the talks “will in­ 
clude the situation in Southeast 
Asia.” 
The Security Council, whose 
staff is headed by presidential 
adviser Henry Kissinger, in­ 
cludes the secretaries of State 
and Defense, the vice presi­ 
dent, the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and the director 
of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 
The group meets infrequently 
and its sessions sometimes 
coincide with major policy deci­ 
sions by the Presiden!. 
Warren sato the exact time 
for the NSC meeting had not 
been set. 
He said it is anticipated that 
Rogers will return to Europe 
after the White House con­ 
sultations and resume his 
schedule. 
Rogers was recalled from 
Bonn even before he had talked 
with West German Chancellor 
Willy Brandt. The return forced 
indefinite 
postponement 
of 
planned visits to Paris and 
Rome. And it coincided with 
word that Kissinger’s planned 
trip to Japan had been post­ 
poned until after the Moscow 
summit meeting May 22-29. He 
was to have gone to Tokvo May 
11. 


Intervention By 
Hinted in Irish 
U.N. 


BELFAST (AP) — British 
authorities are seriously consid­ 
ering the possibility of United 
Nations intervention if North­ 
ern Ireland slides further to­ 
ward civil war. 
This intervention, a well- 
placed source said Sunday, 
could come about if militants 
among the province’s million 
Protestants go on the offensive, 
as they threaten to do. 
And it would come at the re­ 
quest not of the British but of 
Ireland’s prime minister, Jack 
Lynch. 
In the past, Britain has re­ 
jected any U.N. involvement in 
Northern Ireland on the ground 
that the troubles here are a do­ 
mestic matter. A dear infer­ 
ence now exists that this veto 
policy may change. 
As the British see it, they 
took a gamble in March this 
year when they deposed the 
Protestant-dominated 
provin­ 
cial government and assumed 
direct rule. They see little evi­ 
dence so far that the gamble 
will succeed. 
Looking back over three 
years of violence, in which 
more than 300 persons have 
died, the British see themselves 
involved in the third and cru­ 
cial stage of a race against 
time. 
In 1969 the race was to press 
the provincial government into 
reforms fast enough to keep the 
outlawed 
Irish 
Republican 
Army from winning sympathy 
among the Roman Catholic 
population. That race was lost. 
Last year, with the in­ 
troduction of internment with­ 
out trial, the race was to im­ 
prison as many IRA men as 
possible with such speed that 
the organization could not re­ 
group. That race was lost, too. 


Now, with the provincial par­ 
liament suspended, the race is 
on to find a new political for­ 
mula designed to persuade Ro­ 
man Catholics and Protestants 
that they are getting a fair deal 
and so wean the Catholic mi­ 
nority away from support for 
the gunmen before the Protes­ 
tant community takes the law 
into its own hands. 
No one yet has a clear idea 
of what this formula may be. 
The race to find it is not yet 
lost but it is far from won. 
Discontent in the Protestant 
community and fears of a sell­ 
out to a Catholic-dominated 
united Ireland are at such a 
pitch that the British believe 
one major IRA outrage could 
set off an eruption by the Prot­ 
estants. 
The IRA would be likely to 
retaliate by taking over pre­ 
dominantly Catholic towns such 
as Newry and Strabane—just 
as it already controls the main 
Catholic areas of Londonderry. 
Protestants might then cross 
the border to attack known IRA 
bases in Ireland and Lynch cer­ 
tainly would call on the United 
Naitons to end the threat to 
peace.

Grandmother Knew 


How to Cure Family 
Rerouting Tax Monies

There was much more to Milady s frontier 
medicine chest than we were able to include in 
an earlier column. Today we look into the theories 
of Dr. T. P. Meyer, who felt American people 
were taking into their systems too many varied 
drugs and medicines which might, perhaps, have 
been slowly poisoning them while curing the 
smaller limited discomfitures for which they 
were taken (1909). Wrote Dr. Meyer (Pennsyl­ 
vania-German Mag. Vol. X, No. 6): 
‘•Our Grandmothers had, as a rule, good sub­ 
jects upon which to practice; and in which oft- 
times nature alone, with proper food, clothing, 
heat, cold and care, would of itself have brought 
about a cure. Nature is in possession of modes 
and processes of healing, independent of art—for 
the spontaneous decline and cure of disease. There 
is no fact in science more fully established than 
that the living organism is in itself adequate to 
the cure of all its curable disorders.” 
The doctor believed that our grandmothers 
employed in their practice as the family physician 
certain herbs and roots, the medicinal properties 
of which had come to be well tested by time—that 
grandmother knew what she was doing. 
We spoke in an earlier column of a colonial 
woman being taught her healing art by physicians 
of the British and Hessian troops. Now, Dr. 
Meyer reminds us the friendly Indian instructed 
Milady of the herbs and flowers upon which his 
race had depended for generations of health. 
The doctor tells how nursing came naturally 
to the frontier woman on her farm, how he had 
seen his own sister with needle and silk thread 
sew up ghastly wounds, wash and bandage them 
with linen—all in the cheerful stride of the day’s 
work. And her patients recovered. . . . 
The doctor prepared a long list of home herbs 
then in use, the purposes for which they were 
suited and his own observations upon each topic. 
HOLY THISTLE—Used as a tea, taken cold, 
excellent tonic for the relief of dyspepsia and 
loss of appetite. Also as a remedy in periodics, 
intermittent fevers. Tea taken cold every hour. 
DOGWOOD—The bark of the tree and the 
roots were used, as well as the flowers and ripe 
berries; a tea of which was employed as a tonic, 
more particularly as a remedy for fever and ague 
it was then, as it is now, a popular remedy 
among country people, and is the best substitute 
for quinine we have. 
ELECAMPANE—A tea of the root, usually 
combined with Cohosh (Black Snakeroot) was 
used for coughs, lung trouble with a tendency to 
consumption; for the same, men and boys car­ 
ried the roots in their pockets, and constantly 
chewed them, swallowing the juice, till they 
called themselves cured. 
BLACK SNAKEROOT—A decoction of, was 
employed in rheumatism, dropsy, and various 
ailments of the lungs, and to relieve coughs and 
colds. 
WHITEOAK BARK—The tea of Whiteoak bark 
was used by our ancestors as an astringent and 
styptic, and as such stands high to this day. It 
is an excellent gargle in sore throat; as a styptic 
in hemorrahage, especially following the extrac­ 
tion of teeth. They put an especial value on the 
tea of White-Oak bark, or leaves, for the cure of 
incontinence of urine, (bed wetting). 
BLACKBERRY - DEW BERRY — The medical 
properties of these are the same. The root of 
which is the part used, in the form of tea; . . . 
and from the time of our grandmothers, to the 
present day, has remained in great favor; it is 
an elegant remedy in bowel affections, dysentery, 
diarrhea, for which the berries, and tea of the 
roots were extensively used with good results, 
during the war of 1861-65 by both Union and Con­ 
federate troops. 
WILD CHERRY BARK—This bark is used to 
this day for the same ailments, in regular prac­ 
tice, exactly as it was by our ancestors a 100 
years ago; it is one of the most valuable of our 
indigenes remedies. It possesses remarkable 
tonic power, uniting with this the property of 
calming irritation, and diminishing nervous ex­ 
citability. 'The continued use of tea of wild cherry 
bark, three or four times a day, is known to have 
reduced the pulse from 70 down to 50 strokes per 
minute. It is an admirable medicine for ailments 
involving the stomach, in the hectic fever of 
scrofula: is valuable in general debility in con­ 
valescents and for dyspepsia. . . A valuable tonic 
syrup of Wild cherry was made by boiling the 
tea of the bark down very strong, then adding 
sugar enough, while boiling, to form a syrup; 
used three or four times daily, in table spoonful 
doses. 
PEPPERM INT—was a great favorite among 
the grandmother remedies and stood high in the 
list, as a grateful aromatic stimulant, success­ 
fully employed in form of tea to allay nausea, 
relieve pains of the stomach and bowels, to expel 
flatus, etc. Besides it was a favorite, healthful 
tea at the supper table. 
SAGE—A tea of sage, well sugared, was then, 
as now in high favor as a remedy for colds, sore 
throat and relieving night sweats. A very strong 
tea of sage was successfully used as a gargle in 
sore throat. 
ELDER—The tea of Elder flowers, highly 
sweetened, was used for the cure of colds, for 
which it is a first class home remedy. 
COUGH SYRUP—An elegant syrup for coughs 
and colds they made of the juice of onions and 
sugar. 
PI PSISSEWA—found in the forests all over the 
United States, was much used by the Indians for 
many ailments. . k . It is a valuable tonic, and is 
also used with benefit in scrofula and dropsy. It 
is used at the present time, with benefit in skin 
diseases, Dimnles and facial eruptions. It is used 
in the form of tea. For Dimples and eruptions of 
the face, the tea is used inwardly, and also as a 
wash on the eruptions at the same time. 
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Th is year Washington will redistribute 
$29 billion to the states for various grants 
programs. It will be an unequal distribu­ 
tion, with some states receiving much 
more on a per capita basis than others. 
And many states will send much more 
in federal taxes to Washington than they 
will receive in grants. 
It is planned that way. The distribution 
is not supposed to be equal.

The $1.8 billion slice w'ould go to the 
states in this manner: half in proportion 
to state income taxes and half in ratio 
to each state's general revenues. The 
$3.5 billion slice is considerably more 
complicated. 
It would be distributed to local govern­ 
ments on the basis of population, urbani­ 
zation and per capita income. The county 
government’s share would be determined 
by locally raised revenue and that of the 
municipalities by population and income 
level.This is an allocation procedure guar­ 
anteed to staff more than a few desks in 
the nation’s capital.

Still other authorities, themselves back­ 
ed by simulators and computers, wait 
elsewhere at telephones. The malfunc­ 
tion of a tiny switch can be analyzed and 
corrected by the designer himself, alert­ 
ed perhaps in a remote part of the coun­ 
try.Each mission teaches something new. 
One of Apollo 15’s landing parachutes 
disintegrated due to jettisoned fuel. The 
backup chutes landed the craft safely, 
but prem ature unloading of fuel was 
barred in future missions. 
As man probes further into space, his 
support back home must keep pace with 
equal daring and sophistication so that 
courage may never outstrip protective 
technology.

To the Editor: When it comes 
to understanding the nature of 
man there are almost as many 
diverse theories as there are 
people who have given the 
subject thought, Basically, most 
of them divide into two camps:

The Pennsylvania Story 


Auditor General Blows the Whistle

H A R R I S B U R G - State 
Auditor Gen. Robert P. Casey 
may be indeed be a Democrat, 
but it certainly doesn't seem to 
deter him from blowing the 
whistle 
on 
the 
Democratic 
Shapp administration! 
Latest “victim” appears to be 
the 
State 
Department 
of 
Education, which the attorney 
g e n e r a l 
contends 
should 
establish procedural guidelines 
to control the formation and 
operation 
of 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of dollars — perhaps 
millions 
— 
reposing 
in 
in­ 
dependent 
f o u n d a t i o n s 
established at all but one of 
Pennsylvania’s 
14 state-owned 
institutions of higher learning. 
The vast sums on deposit with 
the various foundations include 
a considerable amount of state 
funds, 
and 
because of this, 
Casey and his staff feel that 
guidelines are vitally essential 


if stale monies are to be fully 
protected from co-mingling with 
non-stale foundation funds. 
The point of conflict between 
the auditor general’s depart­ 
ment 
and 
the 
institutions 
themselves hinges basically on 
three special problems: 
(1) 
— The co-mingling of 
state and foundation monies. 
(2) 
— 
The 
use 
of 
state 
property for the benefit of the 
foundation. 
(3) — State employes per­ 
forming 
foundation duties on 
commonwealth time. 
On two occasions thus far, the 
auditor 
general’s 
department 
has challenged in depth the 
operations 
of foundations 
at 
Bloomsburg State College and 
Clarion State College. 
The results at 
Bloomsburg 
included the transfer of $17,486 
in 
cash 
and $28,000 
in 
in­ 
vestments back to the college’s 
control from the foundation’s 


Endowed Lecture Fund, along 
with the transfer of $14,183 in 
other accounts which had been 
under foundation jurisdiction. 
Also 
at 
Bloomsburg 
as 
a 
result of the auditor general’s 
e x a m i n a t i o n of foundation 
operations, William A. Lank, a 
vice-president 
or 
the 
United 
Penn Bank of Wilkes-Barre — 
a depository for the college — 
gave up a trusteeship of the 
college 
and 
director 
of 
the 
Bloomsburg 
foundation. 
That 
was in line with the auditor 
general’s recommendation that 
interlocking 
directorships 
be 
discontinued to eliminate any 
actual or potential conflict of 
interest. 
A n o t h e r 
result 
of 
the 
examination of the Bloomsburg 
foundation 
records 
by 
the 
department 
of 
the 
auditor 
general was the remittance by 
the 
foundation 
to 
the 
com­ 


monwealth 
of 
$1,833 
it 
had 
realized as profit from a fresh­ 
man orientation program and 
the reimbursement of $6 each 
to 959 students totaling $5,754 
for “over charges” . 
At Clarion State College, the 
auditor general’s examination 
disclosed that there was ap­ 
proximately $100,000 in unlawful 
deposits or investments. At this 
w r i t i n g , 
Clarion 
State 
authorities had 
not complied 
w i t h 
the 
recommendations 
made 
by 
Casey 
— 
recom­ 
mendations 
which 
included 
that: 
• $70,818 be returned im­ 
mediately for deposit by the 
college in approved banks. 
• $13,903 be returned to the 
Clarion State College Students 
Association — these being funds 
that 
had 
been 
diverted 
into 
foundation accounts. 
• $13,952 be returned by the 


foundation to the college for use 
as special funds.

f a r , 
the 
promised 
guidelines from the Department 
of Education have 
not been 
forthcoming 
officially, 
even

John C. Pittinger said in a 
letter on Feb.

Waiting For A 


Earl Warren Offers Some 


Out of the monastic silence 
of 
retirement, 
former 
Chief 
Justice Earl Warren comes to 
write a slender and cogent book 
called: “ A Republic. . , If You 
Can Keep It.” The title is taken 
from Benjamin Franklin’s re­ 
sponse to an anxious woman 
standing outside Independence 
Hall in 1787: 
‘‘Well, 
Doctor, 
what have we got, a repub­ 
lic or a monarchy?” 
The * book is a thinker. You 
read a page or two about lawr, 
and 
its 
interpretation, 
and 
slam it shut so that the mind 
of the layman — mine — may 
deliberate and digest what has 
been 
WTitten. 
Law 
can 
be 
dull. 
The 
honorable 
justice 
makes it fascinating. 
Warren’s premise is that our 
privileges and freedoms, guar­ 
anteed in the Constitution of 
the 
United 
States 
and 
the 
Bill of Rights, will remain viable 
only so long as Americans wrish 
to preserve them and use them 
in a “ conscientious manner.” 
Most of us have never read 
the Constitution, and some of 
us 
stretch 
the elasticity 
of 
our 
rights 
to 
the 
breaking 
point. Others d o n o t k n o w 
them. 
A m endm ent 1 
“ Congress 
shall 
make 
no 
law’ 
respecting an 
establish­ 
ment of religion, or prohibit­ 
ing the free exercise thereof: 
or 
abridging the 
freedom 
of 
speech, or of the 
press; or 
the right of the people peace­ 
ably to assemble, and to pe­ 
tition the Government for a re­ 
dress of grievances.” 


There is a whole world of 
law 
in 
those 
45 
words. 
It 
settles the m atter of religion, 
free speech, a free press, the 
right of assemblage and the 
right to ask the government 
to right a wrong. The “ Found­ 
ing Fathers” may have grant­ 
ed these rights as a matter 
of equity, but the former chief 
j u s t i c e 
cites 
the case of 
William Penn, the founder of 
Pennsylvania, 
as 
the 
whistl­ 
ing whip w’hich scourged the 
original 
Constitution 
Conven­ 
tion. 
Penn was a 
British Qua­ 
ker. 
The 
king’s 
government 
forbade Quakers to meet for 
purposes of worship. Penn and 
William 
Mead 
organized 
a 
meeting on a side street of 
London 
in 
1670. 
Both 
were 
arrested on a charge of “dis­ 
turbing the king’s peace.” 
In court, 'both men removed 
their hats. A bailiff ordered the 
hats back on the heads. They 
complied. The judge held both 
in contempt for wearing hats 
in court. William Penn asked 
the judge 
under 
which 
law 
t h e y were being tried. The 
court said: “ The common law.” 
Penn said that he was en­ 
titled 
to 
a 
specific 
charge. 
The judge ordered Penn plac­ 
ed in a cage in a dark cor­ 
ner of the courtroom 
where 
he could not hear, testify nor 
confront 
his 
accusers. 
The 
judge heard testimony t h a t 
Penn and Mead had been pre­ 
sent at a religious gathering 
of Quakers. 
One witness said he wasn’t 


certain that Mead 
was pre­ 
sent. The judge asked Mead 
if he was at the prayer meet­ 
ing — in effect, 
asking the 
man to testify 
against him­ 
self. Mead said it amounted 
to self-incrimination. The jud­ 
ge ordered him into the cage 
with William Penn. 
The 
trial 
was 
short. 
The 
judge instructed the jury to 
find 
both 
men 
guilty.

U.S. officiate 'estimate that 
the process of rebuilding a new 
monetary system will take at 
least a year, maybe two. Some 
say longer. And no one in the 
Treasury Department is willing 
to guess at the outcome. 
Although many of the issues 
will appear mysterious to the 
man on the street, the dis­ 
cussions will boil down to eco-i 
nomic questions of jobs and 
profits and competitive advan­ 
tages, bread and butter to the 
working man and the business­ 
man. 
Basically, the United States 
is insisting that the system be 
ments surplus, assuring that 
run a sizable balance-of-pay-| 
ments surplus, assuring that 
there are more jobs and profits 
to be had from trade. This 
would reverse years of chronic 
payments deficits. 
The world’s monetary sys­ 
tem, based on fixed money-ex­ 
change rates and built around 
the strength of the dollar, came 
1 apart last year as years of bal- 
iance - of - payments deficits 
caught up with the United 
States. 
The pileup of dollars overseas 
reached close to $50 billion, 
while there was only about $10 
billion in American gold in 
stock. The dollar thus came un­ 
der increasing attack in inter­ 
national money markets. 
On Aug. 15, President Nixon 


finally said that the United 
States would no longer pay out 
gold for dollars until the inter­ 
national monetary system was 
reformed. 
That decision still stands,' 
even though an interim mone­ 
tary agreement was reached 
last December featuring the 
first dollar devaluation since 
the 1930s. 
The interim settlement, ex­ 
pected to stand until the new 
rules are completed, does two 
things designed to improve the 
U.S. balance of trade: It makes 
imports to the United States 
more expensive than before. 
And it makes exports to other 
nations cheaper. 
But the old monetary system, 
with a system of fixed ex­ 
change rates, remains in ef­ 
fect—except that the dollar is 
worth less in relation to most 
currencies and is no longer con­ 
vertible into gold.

'Drop-in' 
Center 
To Open 


Local youths who complain of 
having “nothing to do and no 
place to go” should have a 
partial answer to their problem 
by the time school’s out. 
A “drop-in center” for young 
people is scheduled to open 
June 1 in the basement of Christ 
Episcopal Church. Along with 
it will be a telephone “hot line” 
for emergency counseling and 
a regular counseling service for 
troubled youths. 
The idea for the center grew 
out of a series of “rap sessions’* 
conducted weekly at the YWCA 
and led by a number of local 
youth counselors concerned with 
drugs and ottae youth problems. 
“All the kids seemed to think 
there was nothing to do in 
Pottstown,” says Randy Selagy. 
one of the young people most 
active in the project. 
“ So we decided to try to get 
a 
full-time 
drop-in 
center 
started to get kids off the street 
and off drugs.” 
RECTOR HELPS 
With the help of the Rev. 
Wilfred 
Penny, 
rector, 
the 
c o n g r e g a t i o n of Christ 
Episcopal offered the use of the 
church basement — now being 
renovated. 
The Rev. Richard B. Martin, 
Fi r s t 
United 
Presbyterian 
Church, and the Rev. Foster 
Williams, First Baptist, joined 
with Father Penny in support 
of the project. 
Selagy and other members of 
the steering committee went to 
local furniture stores for help 
and got a few donations, but 
still need furniture, he said. 
When the center opens in 
three weeks it expects of offer 
music, conversation, games like 
ping-pong and 
checkers 
and 
other recreation. 
The hot line, called “ Alter­ 
natives,” will be manned by 
trained volunteers at the center 
every weeknight and 12 hours 
a day on weekends. 
For 
additional 
supervision, 
Insight, Pottstown’s drug abuse 
prevention program., is hiring 
the president of Pottstown High 
School’s student 
council 
this 
summer for the project. 
One of the most ambitious 
programs planned to operate 
along with the drop-in center 
is a “peer counseling” service, 
offering trained volunteers aged 
16 to 30 for regular counseling 
on youth problems. 
BEING TRAINED 
Screened volunteer counselors 
now are being trained by In­

The hot line will concentrate

Celebrities Add Glitter, Money to Presidential Politics

So many Hollywood stars are 
becoming 
involved 
in 
1972 
Presidential politics that the 
Academy Awards may have to 
give an Oscar for "the best 
supporting performance in a 
political campaign. 
Movie luminaries and other 
celebrities have campaigned in 
the past. But this year it seems 
everybody wants to get into the 
a c t 
and 
the 
candidates’ 
h e a d q u a r t e r s sometimes 
resemble Central Casting. 
Behind the dazzle of big 
names speaking or performing 
in behalf of the contenders is 
the sweet smell of campaign 
financing. For example, Sen. 
G e o r g e McGovern’s forces 
recently raised a quarter of a 
million dollars from a star- 
studded show by his stage 
supporters in Los Angeles. 
Rock headliners like Carole 
King and James Taylor along 
with Barbra Streisand per­ 
formed behind the footlights 
while celebs like Mama Cass, 
Burt Lancaster and Academy 
Award winner Gene Hackman 
ushered spectators to seats 
costing $100 each. 
H a c k m an explained his 
participation this way: 
“Politically McGovern’s as 
aware as anybody who’s run-1 
ning now and I kind of believe, 
in him. In some ways he is 
a lot more unspoiled than the 
others and 1 think he has the 
best chance of winning if he 
gets the nomination.” 
Once it was considered tabu! 
for entertainers to utter such 
serious political sentiments in 
public. Today it’s all the rage 
and competition is fierce among 
candidates to get show biz 
people on their side. For 
example, both McGovernites 
and backers of President Nixon 
are claiming Sammy Davis Jr., 
and lesser lights like singers 
Dionne Warwick and Leslie 
Uggams are also being fought 
over. 
But by any count, McGovern 
is easily the leader and his 
roster of theatrical supporters 
reads like a Variety sub­ 
scription list. There's Raquel 
Welch, Dustin Hoffman, Warren 
Beatty and his sister Shirley j 
M a c L a i n e , Fredric March, 
Elliot Gould. Julie Harris et ai 
The list includes Mario Thomas, 
Danny Thomas’s daughter, and 
she apparently doesn't think 
f a t h e r knows best. He’s 
reported 
to 
be 
supporting 
President Nixon. 
Sen. Edmund Muskie can 
count on both Henry and Peter 
Fonda, Natalie Wood, Edward 
G. Robinson, Ryan O'Neal and 
David 
Frye 
(whose 
famed 
repertoire 
of 
political 
im­ 
personations does not include 
Muskie). 
S e n . Hubert Humphrey’s 
supporting cast includes such 
disparate performers as Jimmy 
Durante and Eva Gabor, Lome 
Green and the New Christy 
Minstrels, and a group called 
the Buckwheats. 
President Nixon has yet to 
call on his celebrities. But he 
has some big ones waiting in 
the wings. There are veteran 
Republican supporters like Irene 
Dunne, John Wayne, James 
Stewart, Rudy Vallee and Helen 
Hayes. Most of the names in 
the Whie House star system are 
older, established types whose 
popularity has endured through 
the years. 
But old or young, can the box 
office affect the ballot box? 
“I have a feeling.” says actor ¡ 
Tony Randall, a McGovern 
man, “that actors are not that 
important. But I’m good for 
fund-raising and do well at 
supermarkets.” 
F r a n k 
Mankiewicz, 
the 
M c G o v e r n campaign chief 
largely responsible 
for 
his 
candidate’s dazzling billboard, 
says that “if used right the 
stars can be real assets. But 
it’s a mistake to trot them 
around as sort of adornments. 
If they can’t speak on their own 
feet, if they can’t hand'e 
campaign issues, it’s a mistake 
to use them.” 
There was a time when 
Hollywood 
stars 
wto knew 
which side their contracts were 
buttered on s.ayed out of the 
political limelight. Studio bosse1-' 
’ike Louis B. Mayer, 'larr 
Cohn and Jack Warner exer 
cised 
their 
own 
political 
pre'crcnces but uirer the rigió

»I 
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All About Horses 


By JOHN H. SHROPSHIRE 


If you want to get along with horses, “Yer gotta think 
Lika horse,” as I was told by an old groom some years ago. 
A good example of this is leading a horse over a difficult 
obstacle such as a stream or ditch or into a trailer. 
With a well trained horse you don't expect any trouble, 
you pick up the lead shank and walk off calmly and with 
confidence. He follows as you knew he would. 
However, if vou are leading a youngster that has been 
spooky, you behave differently. When you reach the ob­ 
stacle you turn around, face your horse and back over, tug­ 
ging at the shank while making what you hope sound like 
encouraging noises. 
Far from it! By the very fact you are facing him he 
knows something is wrong. At least he is beginning to sus­ 
pect there is. 
Under normal conditions the only thing he is used to 
seeing is your back as you lead him along. Just as when 
he is running with a herd, the only thing he is used to seeing 
is the backside of the horse in front. 
Faces and eyes mean STOP, the traffic is going the 
other way. 
«/ 
As difficult as it may seem, your best bet is to keep 
going and not turn around with the reluctant horse. At the 
same time use some judgment and the eyes in the back of 
your head so he doesn’t jump down your neck. 
Most all animals have a social order. Each animal in the 
order defers to the one above and bosses the one below. 
This is sometimes referred to as ‘‘peck order'' as it was first 
studied in chickens. 
The order can be identified in a group of horses as some 
back off as others approach. The ones on top of the order 
determine where they will graze in the pasture, who eats 
and drinks first. 
"This is one reason why certain horses are hard to catch 
on pasture. The ones on the bottom ,of the order are used 
to running away as another horse approaches. The obedience 
to the social order may be transferred to people. In time 
the habit becomes fixed and the horse cannot be caught in 
the open under any conditions. 
By taking the leaders out. or working with the horse 
alone, you may be able to train him to be caught on pas­ 
ture. before the habit becomes fixed. 
Social order is another reason why certain individuals 
can not be stabled next to each other. 
One horse is continually intimidating the other. He is 
always up against the box stall wall, threatening with teeth 
and ears down. 
The result can be that the horse being intimidated loses 
Interest in bis feed, becomes a poor keeper and generally 
deteriorates. 
The only solution is to shift stables around until they are 
In the correct order. 
Outside the stable the same problem will arise if a horse 
lower on the social order is ridden too close or ahead of one 
higher on the order. The lower one becomes nervous and shy, 
which is not surprising. 
He is probably thinking how to 
keep from getting six ounces of steel in the ribs. 
Horses really are quite reasonable, and there does seem 
to be an over all plan. All you have to do is be observant, 
supply their needs and remember, "Yer gotta think Ilka 
horse.”

Ken's Corner 
Track Roundup 
Rogers Reaches 
Long-Time Coal

Bill Rogers was earning four football letters at 
Ursinos College over 10 years ago,, when he realized 
which road his career would travel. 
T hat was in the field of coaching, and after grad­ 
uation in 1958, R ogers em barked on a coaching journey 
that has spanned three sports after a sta rt in Virginia. 
The Royersford native has held head coaching 
jobs in track, at Pottstow n High the last eight years, 
and in w restling, a t N orthern Junior High for five. And 
while he’s been coaching football for 13 years, it’s 
never been as the boss. Which is an ‘Always-thc- 
bridesm aid-and-never-the-bride’ type thing. 
Tonight, though, all th at will be in the past. To­ 
night, Bill Rogers will be appointed the head football 
coach of Pottstow n High, and thus will achieve the 
head football coaching goal he’s harbored since those 
college days. H e’ll replace John Schonewolf. who’s 
accepted the head position a t Y ork Suburban High to 
take on another challenge. 
“ I w ent to college not knowing exactly w hat I 
wanted to do with m y life,” R ogers said the day he 
received a notice in the m ail that he had been recom ­ 
m ended to the school board for the Pottstow n job. 
‘‘I w as playing ball then, and I decided I should 
com bine the things th at I like. I liked football, sports 
and young kids, so coaching w as som ething I decided 
I wanted to do,” R ogers continued. 
“ The last few y ears though, I wondered if I was 
ever going to do it (become' a head football m oach),” 
he said. 
It w asn’t that R ogers didn’t have the opportunity. 
There w ere two offers ( “ from a couple of sm all 
schools” ) in the last th ree y ears which he turned 
down for (I) financial reasons and (2) a sense of un- 
fullfillm ent at Pottstow n. “ And I thought in the back, 
of m y mind th at John w as the kind of guy who’d 
move on. He likes to build things up from the ground, 
and he’s alw ays looking for som ething new to build,” 
R ogers adm itted. 
T here was fu lfillm en t for R ogers and the T rojans 
this past season, when Schonewolf took Pottstow n to 
its second straig h t 10-1 season and the Ches-Mont 
League cham pionship. Schonewolf, labeling R ogers 
his associate coach, heaped praise on R ogers for his 
work with the T rojan line, and the only thing left for 
the associate coach w as the vacated top spot. 
And th at brings up another interesting point: How 
do you follow^ up the job th at Schonewolf’s done? 
“ It’s a big challenge.” R ogers answ ered, “ but 
like I said before, I think Pottstow n is the best coach­ 
ing job in the league. I’m not looking forw ard to losing; 
if I was afraid of losing, I w ouldn't tak e the job.” 
“ It’s a challenge, but I like challenges. Som etim es 
it’s b etter to com e into a system th a t’s 10-1 than into 
one th a t’s been 0-10 for th ree or four y e a rs.” 
‘I ’m very confident m yself,” he w ent on. “ I think 
I ’ve been 
pretty 
successful 
in every 
sport I’ve 
coached.” 
“ W e’re happy to have Bill as the football coach,” 
was the wray Pottstow n A thletic D irector Ed. Good put 
it. “ I know we won’t lose any ground.” 
T hat Rogers and Schonewolf w ere v ery close as 
football coaches is apparen t. And so when the T rojans 
open their next football cam p in late A ugust, they’ll 
be using basically th e sam e system th a t’s brought 
them their recent success. 
’“ I ’ll have basically th e sam e p rogram , although 
I do have som e new ideas of m y own th at 111 put in,” 
R ogers explained. ‘‘It’ll be the sam e basic offense— 
running m ost of the tim e, controlling the ball, if the 
personnel dictates. And looking at the personnel now, 
w e’ll be trying to stay with ball control. We won’t 
throw m ore than a third of the tim e, like last year, 
although we threw less than th at and had a q u arter­ 
back who could throw (Steve V erb it),” he added. 
“ You don’t change things rad ically when you’re 
w inning.” 
A nother reason R ogers doesn’t plan “ any m assive 
changes” is that the sum m er cam p opens later this 
year. “ I t’ll be the third M onday of the m onth instead 
of the 18th this y e a r,” R ogers said. 
“ T hat m eans w e’ll have th ree weeks to prepare 
for Wilson, and th a t’s a short while to get re a d y .” 
The Wilson gam e m eans a lot to R ogers, and not 
ju st because it’ll be his first as head coach. “ I’ve 
never set a goal for the entire season; I ’ll try to win 
the first gam e, especially the first gam e, because they 
beat us last y ear and have been giving up som e tough 
gam es the last couple y ears. I’m seriously thinking 
of that first g am e,” he said. 
M eanwhile. R ogers’ next step will be to organize 
his staff from the high school level down to the junior 
high, and there will be just one junicfr high team next 
y e a r with Central and N orthern m erging. Another 
coach will be added to fill th e spot R ogers had. “ We’re 
looking for a back field co ach ," R ogers pointed out. 
His three-m an staff cu rren tly consists of Butch Le­ 
ve ill e. Bill K err and Jim E dw ards. 
A nother backfield coach won’t be the only thing 
R ogers is looking for these next few days. H e’s selling 
his hom e and looking for another one. 
“ E verything a t once.” he said of his situation. 
But he couldn’t have been any happier when he said it.
